HAMPION JIM CORBETT 
the vuly puyilist in the 
world who ever fought 
for and won $45,000 in 
ope prize ripg evcoun- 
ter, arrived in New York 
at4 P. M. on Sept. 12. 
His entry into the city 
was an event he will 

never forget. Criwen assembled to grect the new 

champion, and even the once great Jobn L. Sullivan's 
admirers cheered the tall, athletic, good looking, zeu- 
tlemanly pugilist. After Corbett reached his hotel he 
wave the following graphic description of his victory: 

“L[ found Sullivan easier game than I anticipated, 
though I do not mean to iufer by that that he is nota 
wonderful pugilist. Heis by far the strongest man 


-and the hardeat hitter I ever encountered, but wy 


quickness and skill entirely novpifissed him, I had 
the best of him allthrough. In the first place I won 
the toss for corners, and that annoyed him. Then I 
made him go iuto the ring first. He tried hard to 
make me do this, but 1 said: ‘No. He is the champion. 
He challenged me. I[ will follow him.’ And Idid. He 
had to pass right by me aud I was so cheerful and at 
ease that I could see he was wrathy. After we got into 
the ring [ stepped around, trying its elasticity and 
spring with my feet, and that disconcerted him, for 
he thought I would beaf aid of him. When we were 
called to the centre of the ring to receive our instruc- 
tions from the referee we were told that when ordered 
to ‘break’ we should do so at once, and not attempt to 
strike each other until fairly apart. ‘Do you mean,’ I 
asked, ‘that we must vot hit going away ?’ 

“ *Yex,”’ replied Mr. Duffy. 

“ «Then, suppose Sullivaw bits me?’ I queried. 

‘Then I will give the fight avainst Sullivan,’ was the 
auswer. Sullivan seemed impatient at the delay. I 
took his band cordially when told to shake bands, but 
he threw mine away disdainfully. 

“In the first round I made no attempt to hit Sulli- 
van, as I was only feeling him out. He led at me five 
times, but without avail, A few of his friends began 
to hiss, but I quieted them by a deprecatory waving 
of my hands. 

“In the second round I began work, and I sdvon satis- 
fied Sullivan that I:could hit him har! and often. I 
smashed bis nose, and after the ifth round I said to 
my second, Billy Delaney, ‘I can knock this fellow out 
now,’ but he bexyged me not to take any chances, but 
to bide my time. Sul'ivan glaredat meconstantly, 
but I only laughed at him. He calle’ mea hard name 
in the eighth round, and I sailed inand smashed him 
right and left, body and face, until, I think, he wished 
he hadn't called it. 

“In one of our clinches Sullivan struck me, so the 
next time we came together I gave him a good thump 
in return. As we broke apart he exclaimed, depre- 
catingly: ‘Don't take any advantage of me!’ I an- 
swered: “I don't have to; Ll have you licked now.’ 

“I was so strony, so quick aud so full of ginger all 
throngh the battle that I was surprised at myself. I 
never tired once, and, though men tell me that I 
fought faster than any one they ever saw, [ could 
have kept up the pace for another hour with ease. 

“The gony saved Sullivan twice from being knocked 
ont, but I did not think that the twenty-first roun: 
would end the battle when it was called. I got in three 
swwashes on Sullivan's heart and face, and then his

whites. Tuen I knew I had him, and I never gave him 
a chance to rally until he fell to the floor. I stepped 
ack fully ten feet. 1 was perfectiy cvol and collected 
while be was being counted out. I was stepping for- 
ward to help him up when Billy Delaney, thinking I 
wan excited and might hit him a foul blow caught hold

of me. I shook him off, saying: ‘I know what I am 
about. Dou't worry about me.’ Then Professor Duffy 
tapped we on the shoulder and pronounced me the 
winner. I jumped forward and helped to pick Sulli- 
van up and place bim on thechair. He was uncon- 
scions and a fearful sight. They say in New Orleans 
that Sullivan's was the worst knock-out that ever was 
seen in the Olympic ring. 

“What about my intentions? I am under engage 
ment to William H. Brady, and I am going out with 
my new play, ‘Gentleman Jack.’ Until my season is 
over I shall pay no attention to any challenges except 
Charley Mitchell's. [am nota barroom fighter and I 
never intend to be. He was very brave in a barroom. 
If be comes bere I will takea uight off of my season 
and box him ten or fifteen rounds, and I'll guarantee 
that ['ll give him all the fighting he will want for the 
remainder of his life.”’ 

Referring to Sullivan, Corbett said: “Iam surprised 
that he should be so cast down by his defeat by me. I 
I tell ‘you that no one can whip Sullivan who is not as 
fastasTam. Iam not so sure that he wouldn't whip 
Peter Jackson, for Peter's style would suit him a good 
deal better than mine. Peter would go and shy with 
him, and no man can do that with any hope of success. 
From what I bear of Joe Goddard's style, I think Sulli- 
van would lick him in three rounds.” 

Corbett claims a wreat deal of his success must be 
attributed to his trainer, Wm. F. Delaney, who has 
traived and seconded him in all his important matches. 

Delaney isa fine specimen ot manhood, a pleasant 
couversationalist and a jolly good trainer. Some of 
the men he has coached and trained are as follows: 
Young Mitchell, ‘tom Cleary, Jack Brady, Clarence 
Whistler, Herbert Slade, Mike Cleary, ‘‘Buffalo” Cos- 
tello, Et. Smith, Charley Tarver and George Hammil. 

Jim Corbett would trust Delaney when he would be 
doubtful about every otber man on earth. During 
the wreat Jackson-Corbett match Delaney alone talked 
to Corbett, and not a word was mentioned at all until 
twenty rounds had been fought, and then Delaney, 
thinking danger was nigh, began to encourage his 
champion by saying: “Go cautiously, Jim, take your 
time, my boy; you have all night before you,” etc. 


Corbett’s Reception on the Evening of 
Sept. 12. 

Corbett was tendered a grand reception and wel- 
come at Madison Square Garden. Long before the 
doors were opened crowds filled the streets and great 
enthusiasm prevailed. After the doors were opened 
there was a tremendous rusb. 

The gathering was one of which Corbett could well 
be prond. There were the usual number of those in- 
timately associated with the affairs of the squared 
circle but the largest portion of the gathering was 
composed of business and professional men, while so- 
ciety was also well represented. They were all there 
to take a look at the world’s champion, and they drew 
a long breath of satisfaction as they gazed on the 
young athlete’s lithe fizure. 

There is alwaysa preliminary programme of spar- 
ring at affairs of that sort, and the one presented that 
nizht was quite interesting, serving to hold the-at- 
tention of the spectators till the star performer made 
his appearance. 

At 8:20 o'clock Steve O'Donnell mounted to the ring 
and made a speech from the four sides of the encio-

sure. It was to the effect that the two 10-round goes 
announced to take place would not occur, as they were 
contrary tolaw. An effort would be made, however, 
to furnish a good show. Two of the men who were 
to have appeared in a 10-round go were C. C. Smith, 
Muldoon's colored heavy-weight, and Mike Brennan, 
the Montana Giant. After apologizing, O'Donnell in- 
troduced Frank Stecklerand Frank Rogers, two ban- 








tame, in opposite corners, and J.ck Burke and Harry 
Livingstoue in the other coruers, so that the sparring 
was continuous. Steckler had much the bestof Rog 
ers, and the other pair made a wrotesque go of it. 

Jack Dorsey, the Baltimore Spider, who recently 
made it so interesting for Mike Leouard, the Varuna 
Boat Clubsparrer, was next brought on to face Charley 
Judge, an old-time New York boxer. It waaa cyclonic 
affair. Judge was puuched hard in the first round, 
aud kuuocked down once, but he came to the scrat« |; 
gamely, “mixed it up” with his colored brother. and 
evened up matters by the close of the round. In the 
second round it was hammer aud tongs from the ca|| 
of time, and honors were easy at the close. Dorsey 
did the best of the punching in the third round, and 
Judge was rather groguy at the close. Swipes the 
Newsboy and Joe Murphy were the next pair, and they 
made a rather tame exhibition, Swipes’s bloody nose 
being the only feature, Joe Hopkins and the African 
Boy, two coal black specimens, next appeared. and 
created considerable amusement. Hopkins pursued 
the African Boy around the ring and made matters 
Very unpleasant for hiw. Hopkins bad much the best 
of the encounter. William Perry aud James Pratt, two 
tall colored boys, were very awkward and vave a truly 
comic exhibition. Pratt was knocked groggy in the 
second round and pulled off the gloves. 

The mascots, two clever midgets, put on the pillows 
and received considerable applause for their clever 
work, Billy Lee and Jack Kelly, white boys, came on 
next. Kelly was the lighter by ten pounds, but he 
was much more scientific and made it au even thitg 
with his heavier opponent. Cal McCarthy and Billy 


Kenny sparred three uninteresting rounds, in which 


the Jerseyman showed much of the cleverness that 
once made him a worthy opponent of George Dixon. 
Joe Brown and Joe Burke, two youngsters, slapped 
each other affectionately. Jim Mullins, of Brooklyn, 
and Jim McNamee, of New York, zavea fairly clever 
exhibition, Angelo Denapolo and P. Yule, two Italians, 
wrestled one bout Grwco-Roman, the first-named 
winning. 

C. C. Smith, the Washington Thunderbolt, and Frank 
Kreig, the Harlem Coffee Cooler, were the next attrac- 
tion, and they gavea very clever though harmless ex- 
hibition. 

It was about 10;15 o’clock when the boyish figure of

William A. Brady, Corbett’s astute manager, mounted 
the platform. After the applause had subsided, he 
startedi to make a few remarks tothe spectators. He 
bad not got past “Ladies and Gentlemen.” when sud- 
denly everybody in the Garden arose and uuited in a 
deafeniug yell that completely sinothered Brady. The 
outburst was caused by the appearance of a tall young 
mau in white trunks and green. stockings, who, 
stripped tu the waist, and with his pompadour-cut 
hair standing up straight and unruly, was making bis 
way through the aisle leading from his dressing room. 
It was Corbett, and he had come out before he had re- 
ceived the cue. 

When the champion stood up inthe middle of the 
ring and looked around the spectators threw up their 
hats, waved canes, yelled themselves black in the face, 
and otherwise exhibited their pleasure. Dainty hand- 
kerchiefs fluttered from the boxes, while the more en- 
thusiastic of those near the ring rushed to the ropes 
and tried to shake the champion’s hand. Owing to 
the fact that his right hand was bandaged up, which 
was the only visible indication that he had been en- 
gaged ina desperate battle, he asked to be excused, 
and waved the injured member at his friends. 

Corbett sat down in his corner, and Jim Daly, who 
had entered behind the champion, also took a seat. 
Then Brady held up his band, and finally the crowd 
became quiet, after which he said: 

‘LADIES AND GENTLEMEN—! have in my hand a let- 
ter from Jobn L Sullivan, who for twelve years has 
held the title of champion of the world. On the day 
following Mr. Sullivan's defeat the champion sent 
him a note offering to sparin this place on Saturday 
evening. Mr. Corbett has nothing but the kindliest 
feelings toward Mr. Suilivan,and no one recognizes 
more than the new champion the sterling worth of the 
man whom he defeated. Mr. Corbett hopes that Mr. 
Sullivan’s benefit will be a tremendous success. I will 
now read Mr. Sullivan's letter: 

“*Mr. James J Corbett, Coleman House, City : 

**In reply to your letter diated New Orleans, Sept. 8, 1908, will 
say, I accept your proposition to spar at the Madison Square 
Garden on Saturday evening, Sept. 17. Awaiting your reply. 
Respectfully, Joun L. SULLIVaN.’” 

When Sullivan's name was mentioned there was an- 
other outburst of enthusiasm only second to that 
which greeted Corbett’s appearance, and the hearti- 
ness of the shouting showed that the big fellow is stil! 
a prime favorite with the people. 

When Brady got another chance to talk he said: 

**Mr. Corbett’s reply is that he will be here next Sat- 
urday night and spar at Mr. Sullivan's benefit.” 

Then there was more cheering, which was followed 
by cries of ‘“‘Speech, Corbett, speech!” When the 
champion heard that he looked a trifle embarrasse:i. 
and scratched his right ear. Then he slowly arose anid 
took a position in the centre of the ring. In a clear 
voice and natural manner he said: 

“Ladiesand gentlemen, [ thank you all for your 
very kind reception, which [ assure you [ fully appre 
ciate. I sincerely hope to see John L. Sullivan succeed 
in all bis undertakings. ladmire him very much, and 
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will do all I can to assist him. | assure you! will doall 
I can to defend Awerica in the matter of pugilism, aut 
if I do one-half as well #s Jobu L. Sullivan bas I shall 
be entirely satisfied.” 

This neat speech deepened the good opivion of the 
spectators and provoked more cheers. As Corbett re- 
sumed bis corner a handsome floral piece was handed 
to bim. 

Then Brady introduced Mike Donovan, the friend 
and adviser of the champion, and the winged-foot 
sparring instructor was heartily received. Billy De-

leney, the man who trained Corbett for all his battles, 
next made his bow. and blushed at the thunderous 
applause. 

After that Brady said time, and Corbett and Daly, 
who bad put on gloves, faced each other. Corbett’s 
right was useless. but with his left and his expert feet 
be made matters very interesting for his sparring 
partner. His remarkable activity, shiftiness and 
science were all shown in the three short rounds he 
sparred, and then, to,a parting cheer, the young cham- 
pion left the ring aud pushed his way through the 
crowd to his dressing room. ‘ 

A dense mass of people hung around the Twenty- 
sixth etreet exit until the puyilist came out to take a 
carriage to goto his hotel, and he receiyed anotber 
ovation. 

When Charley Johnston heard that Sullivan had ac- 
cepted Corbett’s offer to spar at the big fellow's bene- 
fit, he said: . 

“Of course it was a grand act on Corbett’s part to 
make John such au offer, and [ haven't the slightest 
donbt that the young man means all he says. As he 
has been so anxious to have John accept the offer, Ican 
hardly blame the big fellow for the step he.has taken. 
I certainly would vot have made such a proposition if 
Jobu had been successful. 

“Now, I would like to say something about the big 
fellow’a benefit. He contracted for the Garden before 
the fight. and without consulting meat all. The con- 
ditions under which he took the place are: After pay- 
ing all expenses he is to receive 50 per cent. of the 
gross receipts of the house. Now, if Corbett was to 
appear. it would not be of much advantage, as the 
mavavement of the Garden would have all the benefit. 
If Corbett will kindly consent to volunteer hia services 
under the same conditions ata testimonial which we 
will tender to Sullivan soon after his reception, it will 
do John more good than under the proposition the 
Californian originally proposed, Or, if it could be ar- 


ranged, and if Sullivan bad not all his dates booked 


ahead, the two could star the country as sparring 
partners to a big advantage.” 


The Ex-Champion Here. 


John L. Sullivan, the ex-champion pugilist of the 
world, alighted from a train at the Grand Central 
Depot. New York, on Sept.11. He was accompanied 
by his backers, Charley Johnston and Jimmy Wakely. 
Without any unnecessary delay Sullivan and his party 
wended their way to the Vanderbilt Hotel, kept br 
Matt Clune, one of his staunch supporters. As soon 


as the ex-champion was recognized a lond cheer arose 


from a crowd of about 200 persons, who formed a 
Sullivan wag apparently 
pleased with the reception, for he bowed courteously 
in acknowledgement. After registering, the dethroned 
pugilist adjourned to room 112 on the first floor. 
There Sullivan was met by some of his friends who 
were parted from bim in Cincimnati. Among those in

the room were Frank Morau, his manager; Jim Mc- 
Keon, cf Boston; Matt Clune, Charley Johnston, 
James Lennon, his brother-iu-law, and others. 
Sullivan did not have much to say for some time; in 
fact, he was inclined to be rather reticent. It was only 
when he requested the reporter to be seated near him 
that he showed himself to be in any mood forconvers- 











ing. Afterafew momeuts he broke the impressive 
silence b. sayin to the reporter: 

“Tell the public that I haven't any excuses to make. 
1 was in good cundition when | stepped into the ring. 
As I said after I was licked by that fellow Corbett, I 
am glad that an American defeated me, and none of 
those blarsted fureiguers. As to Corbett, heisa clever, 
quick pugilist with a great future before him. I ought 
to know, oughtn’tl? If he ever is matched to fight 
Charley Mitchell or Peter Jackson, he will defeatthem 
to a certainty, and you can say this for me, that I will 
Lave a hand in training him, and give bim all the ad- 
vice and attention that [ possess. Even if he is the 
only man who ever whipped me, [likehim. His geu- 
erous offer that he bas made to me bas touched a soft 
spot in my heart. I have been thinking it seriously 
over whether I should accept it. I'll have a talk iu 
reference to it with my manager, Frank Moran, and if 
be thinks I should accept I'll do so. 

“I would like to say to Corbett that I wish him all 
the prosperity and good luck that isin store for him. 
Only, I sincerely hope that he will never lead the tast 
life that I have undergone while I was champion. If 
he adheres strictiy to the rules of propriety aud follows 
a respectable career he will remain champion just as 
long as I did, if not longer.” 

Phil Casey, the champion bandball player, who 
trained Sullivan with Jack Ashton, was visited by the 
the sporting editor of tne PoLIcE GAZETTE. Casey 
said: “I am giad to returu. Sullivan couldn’t win 
under any circumstances. He wasn’tin at any stage 
of the fight. Why? Because Corbett surprised us al). 
He is the cleverest aud.most scientific man I ever saw 
in the ring. He is not so powerful a hitter as Suliivan, 
but is endowed with the most extraordinary skill. It’s 
a question in my mind whether Sullivan in his 
palmiest days could whip him.” 

“It is claimed,” said the reporter, “that if Sullivan 
had trained from four to six months, he would have 
been in a better position to win.” 

“I don’t care whether he trained six years, he would 
never be in better condition to fight than when he met 
Corbett. Ask Johnston, Wakeley, or any other man 
who has been close to Sullivan for years, and see what 
they say about his condition. They will tell you that 
from his hips up he 
was as healthy and 
strong as of old, but 
his sickness, prior to 
his battle with Kil- 
rain, and he says that 
he had no license to 
whip Kilrain, seemed 
to have affected his '

lower limbs, and his weakness there cost bim the loss 
of the fight with Corbett. To show you how good bis 
condition of wind and body was, itis only necessary 
to state that at the end of the twentieth round be said 
to his seconds: ‘He hasn’t delivered a blow that bas 
burt me.’ Then he had been fighting considerably 
over an hour.” 

“Did the weakness of his lower limbs show at any 
time while 1h training?” 

‘Yes, toa certain extent, but his backers and all of 
us who had anything to do with conditioning him did 
not think that that would affect his chances in the 
least. We knew that he was still very active upon his 
feet, but where we relied on him winning was his su- 
perior strength and tremendous hitting qualities. We 
were confident that there was nota man in the world 
who could come up and hit Sullivan and get away 
without a counter bit, and one blow from the big fel- 
low would go a great way toward winning the fight. 
You can judge of our astonishment therefore when it 
was found that he could not hithisman. His strength 
and courage were there, but he hadn't the activity to 
get around as of old. As early as the third rounué we 
saw that unless John covfid getin some good blows it 
‘vas all up with bim.” 

On Saturday night Corbett appeared at Sullivan's 
benefit. The details of the ex-champion’s reception 
will be given in the next issue of this paper.

Sullivan has not been a drunkard—in the common 
understanding of the term; but it would bave been 
better fur him if he bad wholly abstained from 
liquors. One wust not, however, be too bard on Sul- 
l.van for drinking at times. For bim—and for such as 
hbe—what other equipment of resource is left ?

There are two classes of dancers at this garden. The 
firet clase is composed of three women, La Goulne, 
Rayon d'Or and L’Hirondelie; the second of haifa 
dozen women who probably have names but which 
are not known to the American seekers of Paris. La 
Goulne is the best-known dancer in Paris, probably 
because she bevan before the others and is Hable at 
apy time to indulge in the most startling eccentricities, 
She has been in the country recuperating during the 
early part of the summer and has but recently re- 
turned to the scene of her former triumphs. She is a 
woman of about thirty years of age, short aud stout, 
with brown hair, which she wears in a knot on the top 
of ber head. The latter has been very much inflated 
by the notice she has received, which has not served 
to improve her dancing. She only indulges in two or 
three quadrilles during the evening, and she may or 
may not exhibit her high-kicking ability during the 
dances as the notion strikes her. On a recent occasion 
she danced twice during theevening. The first time, 
just as she was about to begin her rather startling 
steps, her partner put her over bis shoulders and 
carried her off to bave a drink, and the second time she 
ended the dance rather suddenly by assaulting the 
upnbappy man who happened to be next her. 

La Goulne should, however, be seen by all Ameri- 
caus, as she is oue of the characters of Paris. Her 
photographs in startling deshabille can be procured 
at every other corner to take home to young Ameri- 
cane who like to decorate their walls with this sort of 
French art. 

Rayon d'Or, who is fast supplanting La Goulne, is 
unquestionably the best dancer at the Paris gardens. 
Bhe is tall and well formed, with yellow hairand a 
very retrousse nose. Her costumes are very beautiful 
and generally consist of yellow and red silks aud 
larve red hats. Compared tothe others her dancing 
is r@fined and vo one who is not shocked ata liberal 
display of linen can afford to miss seeing Rayon d'Or 
hold her foot over her head for several minutes and 
then putitonthe ground with more delicacy of action 
than a thoroughbred hackney exhibits at the Madison 
Square horse show. L'Hirondelle, the third dancer of 
the first-class, is very small and neat and quite pretty. 
She knows more steps than all the others put together. 
and is theonly one who apparently gets any pleasure 
out of her dancing. The art of high kicking has 
reached its highest development in the last two named 
dancersand their work 1s much less offensive than 
that of nine-tenths of the women on the French 
opera bouffe stave. The dancing of the second class 
of women who simply act as feeders to their more for- 
tunate fellow-workers varies from indifferent to bad 
and mapy of them are offensive toa degree.

Sergeant Lane 
jumped over the rail- 
ing and seized the 
sharp-edged weapon in 
time to save her life. 

As it was Little Ruby cut herself severely, and sank 

to the floor with the blood gushing from the Wound 

in her throat. 

“Ob, let me die! 
“Life is a burden to me. 
world.’’ 

But Little Ruby won't die justat present. She will 
have to auswer before stern justice for attempting to 
take her life. 

Little Ruby’s real name is Mrs. Mary Louise Chor- 
penuiny, wife of George Chorpenning, whose mother 
is the widow of the late James Redpath, the famous 
writer. Chorpenniug and bis mother live at No. 139 
West T'wenty-second street, this city. Young Chor- 
penning is the son of Major George Chorpenning, who 
figured during Gen. Grant's administration as & pro- 
jector of Western mail routes. He was shocked at the 
news of his wife’s attempted suicide, and so was his 
mother. Both deplored the publicity that would fol- 
low. 

Mrs. Redpath explained that her son had become 
deeply infatuated with the girl. Finally she con- 
sidered a marriage necessary. She made a home for 
her daughter, hoping to teach her to forget her former 
life. For a long time she seemed coutented and 
happy. although ber conduct gave Mrs. Redpath great 
grief at times. 

“She was siinply a child-wife without resources for 
self-entertainment or self-amusement. She was con- 
stantly dependent on others. She was restless and 
uneasy. It was very clear that our quiet, homely ways 
did not suit her. Perhaps I bave been a little too 
severe with her. I tried to teach herand to keep her 
within the lines which the honest wife of a domestic 
young man ip a respectable family should observe. 
There were occasional clashes, and after one of these 
she leftthe house. She went away Thursday after 
kissing my son affectionately and promising to return 
later in the day. Instead of returning she sent for her 
clothing. To-day my son had a vague note from her 
threatening suicide, and the next we knew was that 
she had actually attempted to kill herself in a police 
station.” 

Ruby Scullen, the unfortunate girl, whose story Mrs. 
Redpath but partially told, was an inmate of Carrie 
Baker's “House of All Nations,” in West Thirty-second 
street. She was bright, vivacious and popular, and 
one evening when Chorpenning called at the house he

became infatuated with her. Chorpenning isa hand- 
some fellow, and the girl enjoyed his society.

The girl went there and nursed him through his ill- 
ness.. When he became convalescent they were mar- 
Tied by the Rev. Dr. Houghton, of the “Little Church 
Around the Corner.” The young man lost his situa- 
tion and his mother opened a boarding-house and 
supported the couple.

DR. SARGENT ON SULLIVAN’S DEFEAT. 


Dr. D. A. Sargent, director of Harvard College Gymnasium, of 
Cambridge, Masa., on belng interviewed by @ POLICK GaZzETTE 
representative in regard to John L. Sullivan's defeat, sald: 

“I do not feel that Longht to express any opinion upon the 
matter, You must bear in mind, in the first piace, that I made 
this examination, not with reference to Sailivan's coming fight, 
but solely because I am engaged, and have been for years, in 
making special researches along this line of physical develop- 
ment, the net results of which I hope to publish In the future, 
The fact that Sullivan was in training fr that fight naturally 
made him fit for examination then, whereas he would not have 
beon in proper condition at all a month or two before. As a 
mattor of fact, I saw him as early as June witha view to making 
the examination and measurements, but he was so abnormally 
stout and gross that I postponed the exa:nination. 

“My report must not be understood as an endorsement of Sul- 
livan’s merits as a prise fighter, for the examination was not 
made for that purpose atall. I knew I would have to get him 
then or not at all, forl realised that he was approaching the 
climax of his powers, as all men do, whether they are prise 
fighters or orators or what not. The secret of Sullivan's failure 
Is found In this very fact of his gr Just pare this 
photograph of him, taken in 188%, andl this one, taken a fow 
months ago, They tell the story as well as anything could, In 
the first he looks as Corbett does to-day; in the second he shows 
all too plainly the resulta of his high and tidolent living. 

“When he undertook to train down thirty or forty pounds of 
surplus flesh in a few weeks without weakening himself he had 
A pretty big contract on his hands. There were several things 
I noticed when making the examination that Indicated the fact 
that Sullivan is aging. There was a noticeable wenkness in his 
respiratury organs, too, which I pointed ont very plainly in the 
report. Iam surry for Sullivan's failure.”

Sullivan’s Defeat Recalls Tom 
Johnson’s Rise and Fall. 


ANCIENT TRAINING METHODS. 





The downfall of John L. Sallivan after he had 
reigned for nearly twelve years. with ash rt intermission, as 
champion pugilist of the world, puts mein mind of Tom John- 
son, the once celebrated champion of England, who flourished 
in 1768 In the pugilistic annals Johuson was a hero araong 
heroes, possessing all those requisites for pugilism which rarey 
falls to the lot of an individual. Nature had given him a form 
of almost herenlean strength which rendered him either capable 
of resisting with ease or in attacking with the utmost impetu- 
vsity, and he had improved these natural qualifications by a most 
minute attention to art. His courage was of the Guest order, 
well versed in the science, and possessed of a great coolnecs 
that infused into his composition a suverior degree of firmness 
over most of his competitors, Johnson had fought with all the 
“Picked” men of England, who were reluctantly compelled to 
acknowledge his vast superiority. His appearance tndicated 
when stripped more of stf-ngth than beauty of form. He was 
in heizht nearly 6 feet 9 inches and about 196 pounds in weight. 
aremarkably reund-mac'e man with very fine chest and shoul- 
ders, and displaying those strong loins that few human frames 
could boast of. Johusor was by no means a showy fighter, an! 
his guard was considered Ineiezant. His attitude appeared 
mote upon the defensive than otherwise. In a battle he was 
peculiarly Steady, watching every movement of his antagonist 
with @& coolness unequalled; receiving the attack unappalied 
and sCatcely ever falling in the return of planting @ most des- 
perate blow, The head was his favorite object, and if his advef- 
sary did not possess considerable science, he was in extreme 
danger of belng put to sleep. Johnson worked round his an- 
tagonist in @ way peculiar to himself that se puzzled his adver- 
sary to find out his Intention, that he was frequently thrown off 
his guard, by which manauvering Jobnson often gained the 
most important advantages. Johnson was thorough game and 
showed the utmost contempt for retreating; at the same time 
careful to avold exposing his body too much to the attacks of 
his antagonlet. .

Johnson, up to 1787, had defeated every one who 
had been “pitted” against him, when it was deemed necessary 
by the sporting public to look out for some one who might be 
able to stand something like n chance with him. Johnson was 
challenged by Isaac Perrins, of Birmingham, one of the strongest 
men in the kingdom, who had lifted into a wagon upwards of 
eight hundred weight of tron without difficulty. Few men had 
ever stood up to him more then five minutes, and he had beaten 
all'the heroes of Warwickshire, Worcestershire, Staffordshire, 


etc He had won numerous battles with ease, was not destitute - 


of science and for stamina unequalled. He had ‘crept into 
favor with himself” a little by challenging all Bngland for 600 
guineas, Perrins was 6 feet 2 inches high without his shoes, 
and weighed about 238 pounds, which was 42 pounds heavier 
than Johnson, He was extremely active, cheerful and good 
tempered. The odds were considerably in his favor, and many 
of his friends sported 2 to laguinst Johnson. The battie took 
piace at Banbury, in Oxtordshire, upon a turf stage 24 feet square 
—ralied In and raised about five feet from the ground. Bixty- 
two rounds were fought when Johnson was declared the winner, 
And «4 :aere desperate battle was never wit din the 1 
of pugilism. Harry Bullock, Johnson's backer, won £20,000 on 
the fight and presented £1,000 to Johnson after the battle. The 
gAte money amounted to $4,000, out of which Johnson received 
$2,665. 
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After this battle Johnson, like John L. Sullivan, 
could not stand orosperity, He was idoliced by the community, 
feted and banquetied, and his idea of pleasure was debauchery 
and the wine cup. Later he was matched to fight Big Ben Ryan 
for 500 guineas and the championship of England, the Duko of 
Hammiliton being Ryan’s backer. The battle was fought in Kent, 
Jan. 17,1791. Johnson was so confident of winning that he 
failed to train and spent most of his timein drinking. On the 
day of the &cht he entered the ring a big favorite. Many of his 
former admirers, believing him to be in condition, bet odds of 
T) ty 400 that he would win. Ryan defeated him in twenry 
winutes and his downfall created a great surprise. Whether 
Johnson was impressed with the superiority of his antagonist or 
he lacked courage through drink has not been ascertained, but 
there was a miserable “falling off” of him altogether. Johnson 
hever fought afterward, but continued to drink and became a 
physical wreck, and died in that condition at Cork, Jan, 21, 
1797, aged 47 years, and the Jatter part of his life was marked 
by dejection and want.

While Jim Hall is entitled to full credit for giving 
Ted Pritchard his Wat-rloo, there are others, in my opinion, 
aso entitled to some praise for the result of that contest. They 
are Charley Rowell, the greatest long-distance pedestrian In the 
world in his day; Charley Mitchell, Engiaud’s champion boxer, 
and Warren Lewis, of New York. Hali’s backer, who stood by 
him when he was in this country and who went to England with 
$10,000 to back him to defeat Pritchard. A fighting dog may 
have the courage, staying powers and fighting ability to con- 
Quer, but without careful trainers he could not win, and unless 
some owner and admirer backed him there would be no chance 
for him to show his supremacy, A horse might be able to speed, 
either trotting, running or pacing, for there are three regular 
Styles of going, bu unless he was trained by experienced and 
competent men, and piloted by expert drivers and jockeys, he 
would be unable to fill the bill. Itis jus, the same way with 
Pugitisss Without a backer a bexer would b: like a ship with- 
out a rudder, and even if he did have a backer he wpuid have to 
bein condition to fight. Therefore Charley Mitchell, Chariey 
Rowell and Warren Lowis dexerve equally as much credit as 
Hall. Training is the most important part of the programme in 
any athletic contest, and one-half the athletes who have lost 
when they should have won, did so through a neglect to prvper- 
ly train. It is not every one who can take an athlete, ne matter 
whether he is a fighter, oaraman, runner or wrestier, and bring 
hin to the proper state of condition. Nearly nine ont of every 
ten men who are posing as champion tramers do not know the 
first rudiments of the business. The majority know how to rub 
4 tan down after he has had a shower bath, and this ends their 
kno sledge of training Bring an athlete to one of these men 
Weighing 175 pounds, and inform them that he is te box In three 
Weeks at 154 ponnds, and they would deluge him with physics 
and wet sheets, and atthe time he woul! be down to weight, 
but not able to stand up if a gale was blowing.

Here is te 
Prescription: ‘*Take one ounce of carraway seed, half an ounce 
of coriander seed, one ounce of reot liquorice, and ha’f an ounce 
of sugaf candy, mix wit! two botties of cider, and boil down to 
one-half” Boiling down to one-half was « pepular way of In- 
Cfeasing the power of any decoction, though how or why is 
difficult to determine, The instruction reminds me of the way 
in which an aged pauper d scribed how seup was made potent 
at her workhouse, ‘*They put « Quart of water Into a saucepon 
and boil it down to a pint to make it strong." There may be 
some properties th this “hot } quor” not now appreciated, but I 
should bave thought it was a cathartic, had inet been for au 
assurance tothe contrary. After drinking the pint of almost 
scalding Jiquor, the pedestrian was put to bed in his reeking 
flannels and covered with six or eight pairs of blankets. This, 
tv modern ideas may have appeared enough for the purpose, 
Nothing of the kind. On top of the blankets were placed a« large 
feather bed or two, according to the tralner’s requirements and 
resources. I can well remember when bed sweats were atili r-- 
sorted to by members of the old school, and have known them to 
be used by both running men and fighting men. The “hot 
liquor” was happily before my time.

It seems strange, but it is none the less true, that 
when physicking and sweating were going on port should be 
the prescribed tipple. In cases of weakness and debility, port 
might have been, and still is, useful; but it had often enough 
done more harm toa man tn training than his most desperate 
enemy would have thought of dving to him, It is not se long 
since men wefe taken ont for violent sweats and plysicked at 
the same time, and yet were allowed their two glasses of port at 
each m.al, “because it was considered necessary to strenghten 
them.” After the bed sweats these were continued at a week's 
interval from each other till within a few days of the perform- 
ance of the mat¢h, or, In other woftds, the pedestrian must un- 
dergo three of tour of tiese operations, It would be well if we 
could bee men as they were brought to the mark then, and 
judge for ourselves of what ‘the pink of condition” at that time

Severe as this course was, it was as nothing com- 
pared with the way in which some trainers of fichting men 
treated their charges at the beginning of the present century. 
A man, when matched and ready to commence getting inte con- 
dition, would be bled three times in the course of one week, and 
physicked gently. What gently meant it is diMficnit to decide, 
in face of the performance that followed. At the end of the bleed- 
ing period he would commence the real training, and would 
take three strong doses of salts, three sweats and three emetics 
a week for three weeks, in the meanwhile doing as much work 
as his trainer could drive him into doing. I should not think 
this was much towards the end of the third week. What aston- 
ishes me is the constant assumption that a pugilist’s or pedes- 
trian’s stomach, upon entering training, was foul unto filthi- 
hess. How the men lived when turned out of training I do not 
profess to understand, but there appears to.be no doubt that 
when they began work aguin they had been indulging in every 
conceivable debauchery. With each tralning renewal, the 
purgings and vomitings, phiebotomisings and sweatings were 
commenced de novo. The men and thelr excesses were not al- 
ways to blame forthis. Human nature is weak ina variety of 
ways, and doubtiess a trainer, having succeeding In getting a 
pedestrian or pugilist fit by violent means, was always inclined 
to be violent afterwards. The wonder is that men, after one 
such turn, should ever have cared to run the risk of another. 
Far from surprising is i: that old-style fighting men should 
always have been drawn from the dregs of the population. No 
one who could get meat to eat and clothes to wearin any other 
way would care to go through the preliminary processes, to say 
naught of what was to follow thems

It has been assumed before now by writers who 
have made the study of previous ages their hobby, that if we 
could see cur ancestors as they lived we should be disgusted at 
the uncleanliness of their persons and the degraded cond tion of 
their habits and customs, Even so recently as the time ot which 
IT am speaking there must have been something demoralizing in 
England's every day life or it could not have been 80 constantly 
necessary to almost destroy a man before he could be put in a way 
of becoming sound and heajthy. How any of the old sort lived 
long enough to beget a generation upon whom should dawn the 
idea of sanitary Improvement and general clieaniiness—soap, 
water, tooth brushes, main drainage, v ination, disinfectants, 
etc., etc —is now the prize puzzie of the period. The more we 
study the subject the more surprising does it become that a 
nation that was one great honeycomb of cesspools (less the 
honey); that knew nothing whatever of typhus or typhoid, and 
cared less; and that took no notice of a myriad evils, the mere 
suspicion of which woald now kill off a whole townfolks, did not 
decompose, cease to exist and leave nothing—tha* is, nothing 
in human shape whatever to succeed It.

Between thirty and forty years ago so. *rainers, 
whether training pedestrians or pugilists, fed their charges al- 
most entirely on underdone beef. Mutton was given them now 
and again as a change, but as a change only. People often 
laugh nowadays at the stories about steaks which were only 
just shown the fire and popped on the table blue and ‘‘weli 
bieeding,” but those who ate them were terribly in earnest, and 
would have repudiated weil ked meat as poor and weaken- 
ing. Many a man bas, even in modern times, had raw steak 
given him day after cay. ‘‘so as to make him savaze.” By raw 
steak [ mean raw steak that has not even undergone any mock- 
ery of cooking. It was not until comparatively recently that the 
nonsense of feeding men upon wholly or partially uncooked 
meat made itself manifest to the meanest comprehension. 
Again, although port was gradually abandoned and good scund 
beer substituted for it, the enlightenment of tea for breakfast did 
not break through the conversation of trei.ers until within 
@asy recollection Fancy a man being condemned for five or 
six weeks, in addition to his other tortures, to eat beef a most 
as it were cut from the ox, with just a chance now and again of 
inutton, served with the same sauce, as a treat.

This reminds me that it is not so very long ago 
sincoa daring innovator. after thinking the matter out care- 
fully for himself, gave one of his men half a potato for his din- 
ner, Mind I don’t mean haifa potato only. I mean haf a po- 
tate in addition to his quantum of steak. Finding no evil effects 
arose from this desperate movement, he a month or two after- 
wards tried a whole potato, and I am happy to say neither 
death nor despair followed. Graduaily by this m ais it beyan

GODDARD WANTS TO FIGHT. 
The Australian Champion Anxious to Mect Any 
of the Heavy-weights. 

Joe Goddard, the champion pugilist of Australi+, with his 
brother, Herbert Goddard, arrived in New York on Sept. 12 
from New Orieans. He was met by Billy Madden, his manager 
and backer, and escorted to the Sinclair House. Goddard is a 
well bulit, muscular lovking athlete, He stands 6 feet in height 
and fights at 195 pounds He has won 81 fistic encounters. He 
is only 29 years of age. 

“What about the Sulllvan-Corbett fight?’ 

‘Tame.” replied the Austrailan. ‘‘Why Sullivan fonght like 
anold woman. He never was in it, and proved just what I've 
always sald of him—that he was overrated. Any geod man 
could defeat the Sullivan of to-day, and Peter Jackson woulda 
have made a show of him.” 

“What do you think of Corbett?” 

“Oh, he’s a good one, but Peter Jackson can defeat him, I 
think. See! I'm after Corbett myself, and I've got $6,000 I'Ik 
put up at any time to bind a match between us, You can say 
that I'll bet $10,000 that I can whip Corbett, Queensberry rules, 
the fight to be to a finish and to come off before the club hang- 
ing up the biggest pile. And if he wants to rest for «year, all 
right. I'll wait for him.” 

Goddard, reterring to the big fight, said that from the second 
round out there never was any question as to the result, Cor- 
bert hitting Sullivan when and wherever he pleased, and that 
dohu did not once succeed in getting In on the face. 

Goddard appeared at Harry Miner's Eighth Avenue Theatre, 
on Sept. 12. He boxed with his brother H- rbert, and made a 
favorable impression. Among the sports present were Gus 
Tuthill, Billy Madden, John Lavery, Charles E Davies, James 
Armstrong, the theatrical agent, Warren Lewis and Wm. E. 
Harding. Goddard demonstrated that he was « clever two- 
handed fighter and a tremendous hitter. 

On the following night he again appeared In the theatre, hav- 
ing agreed to knock Mike Slattery out in four rounds. Slattery 
backed out and Tom Movre, the Harlem Cyclone, was selected to 
fill Sinttery’s piace.

In the second round Moore was very tired and was afraid to 
lead.

Since James J. Corbett has succeeded to the title of champion 
of America, I notice that several pugilists have declared their 
willingness to fight him, and that the Coney Island Athletic 
Club have offered a purse of $25,000 for Corbett and Peter Jaek- 
son te fight for. Now, I do not claim that I can defeat any one, 
but Lam willing to arrange a match to fight any man in the 
world in any club offering the largest purse, and will wasrer 
$5 000 on the result. I am not looking for any easy marks as 
they say in 'Friseo, but I would Just as leave meet the best man 
and the first who will come forward. 

Peter Jackson is not entitled to any more consideration than 
any other boxer. I fought him in Australia, and at the end of 
eight rounds had decidedly the best of the contest for Jackson 
was beaten, and it was only because the referee was a per- 
sonal friend of Jackson’s that he did not declare me the winner. 
Jackson contracted to knock me ont in eight rounds, which he 
failed to do, and instead of being the knocker-out he was nearly 
knocked out himself Facts speak for themselves. Corbett will 
not fignt for probably one year, therefore I think it will be in 
order for one of the clubs to offer a purse for some boxer and 
myself to fight for: for Lam in the ring to fight. and am willing 
to put up my own money on my chances of winning.
